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The assessed valuation of Lake coun- 
ty this year Is $2,438,895 hlRher than it 
was last year, according to the flgures 
of the Lake County Board of Review 
members who have completed their 
work. This is considered a phenomenal 
increase in the assessed valuation and 
will mean quite a marked reduction in 
the amount of taxes that will be levied 
in March. The assessed valuation this 
year is $20,253,215. Last year it was 
$17,814,320. In both of these instances 
It must be bom in mind that these fig- 
ures are the assessed valuation of the 
county. The whole valuation is three 
times that amount. 

One of the things which more than 
anything else, helped to increase the 
assessed valuation of the county this 
year over last and preceeding yeara was 
the fact that Mrs. Montgomery Ward 
of Highland Park, wife of the deceased 
mail order house king of Chicago, 
scheduled a large part of her estate in 
Lake county this year instead of Iti 
Cook county. Mr. Montgomery Ward's 
win waa filed for probate in Lake 
county and this made it necessary for 
his _^nn'dii1fi?'s'""'Co^*be scheduled here, 
mething over $6,000,000 worth of 
property was scheduled in Lake county 
by Mrs. Ward. Figuring on the basis 
of one-third, the asflessed valuation of 
the Ward estate in Lake county this 
yearjaover $2,000,000. 

Another thing which raised the as- 
sessed valuation about $40,000 was the 
raising in values of horses and cattle in 
the county. The board this year took 
the stand that the value of horses and 
cattle in Lake cognty* should be equal- 
ized. **rhey maintained it was not fair 
fortfae rate in one district to be higher 
than In another/ 

It was found upon examination that 
the average value of horses in the en- 
tire county was $81 aad cows $33. In 
some townships the valuation was 
higher and in some places lower. Figur- 
ing on this basis, however, the valua- 
tion of horses and cattle in townships 
which were under the' average were 
raised a certain per cent. 

For example, if it was found that the 
average valuation of horses in a certain 
township were under the average for 
the county the board would deduct the 
difference and find- what per cent this 
was of what was being paid and add it 
to the amount. , 

To make this more clear— if the aver- 
age of a certain township were found 
to be $60 on horses. This would be $21 
less than should be paid under the 
county average. This $21. is practicil- 
!y one third of 33i per cent of $60. Thus 
the value on every horse in the county 
would be raised one third. Thus^ if a 
man were paying taxes on the valua- 
tion of $30 for his horse, the valuation 
.^ould be raised to $40 and not $81 aa 
some people have been led to believe.

REPORT Of fINANCIAL 
CONDITIONS OF 

M. E. CHURCH 



In view of some rumors concerning 
the financial condition of the Antioch 
M. E, church which has gained consid- 
erable currency. I regard it as my duty 
to give to. the .public an accurate and 
authentic statement concerning the 
same. And since I have finished four 
years of service aa the pastor of this 
church and as I may not be here during 
the coming year. I feel that a few words 
concerning our church will be In order. 
During the past four years our church 
has expended about $2000 in improving 
the church and parsonage property, 
this mcludes the pipe organ, electric 
lieht, sanitary plumbing in church and 
parsonage, carpets, etc. The debt on 
the parsonage has all been paid. The 
salary of the pastor has been increased 
from $1000. to $1100 per year. During 
the y'bar just closing the church has 
paid all of its running expenses, the 
pastor was paid in full $1100, every 
dollar of debt anywhere aorainst the 
church is paid, so we are grateful to 
the good people of Antioch who have 
enabled us to close this conference year 
in better shape financially than we 
have ever before. Besides paying all 
of our local expenses, our church this 
year has contributed $550 to benevol- 
ences with is $160 more than was given 
the previous year. Of the present 
membership o! 154. 74 have been re- 
ceived by the writer, something, over 
one half of these 74 are adults. . 

The church has cordially invited us 
to return for another yeftr, if this 
should be the will of the Bishop we 
shall be happy to stay, if not, then I 
wish in this way to express my grati- 
tude to oU who by their hearty coopera- 
tion onil support have made our labors 
m Antioch pleasant and helpful.

cuit court of Lake county. The case t 
started in Fremont and involves an ef- 
fort to compel a board of education to 
pay the#tuition of pupils attending high 
school. A mandamus was started in 
circuit court last spring. A demurrer 
to this petition was filed and sustained 
by the lote Judge Whitney. The su- 
preme court will be asked to pass on 
the question which is one of no little 
interest because a decision will establish 
a precedent. 

Two petitions for mandamus were 
filed in circuit court some time ago by 
Cooke, Pope and Pope by which the at- 
torneys acting for parties interested 
sought to compel trustees and directors 
of two country school districts to pay 
the $60 tuition fees which certain chil- 
dren are asseMed for attending in one 
case the Waukegan high school, in the 
other, the Libertyville high school. 

The principal in one case is Emma 
KuebktT, daughter of F. W. Kuebker 
of Grayslakc; in the second, Fannie 
and Emma Conk, daughters of R. D. 
Cook. 

The petition In the Kuebker case was 
directed against Mike C. Wurtz, presi- 
dent of school district No. 77. George 
Bain, clerk and Frank. PI agge director. 
In the case of district 30, it was di- 
rected against Ed Underwood, presi- 
dent; Frederick Gross. clerk and John 
Lube, . director, this district being in 
Libertyville vicinity. 

The petitions went on and stated that 
in the case of each child, she bad finish 
ed the grade achw^l course In their nj 
Bpective school districts and that there 
is no high school in the district where 
they may attend to acquire the higher 
branches of education and that's why 
under the new law it meant lo compel 
them to do so, districts mast provide 
places for students to acquire a high 
school education. This is the first ac- 
tion of the kind started in Lake county 
wherein a school district has been pro- 
ceeded against under the law to provide 
a place for educating the students who 
have finished the eighth grade work. 
In the case of both districts in ques 
lion, the,petitIon for mandamus states 
that the directors of the district have 
refused to pay the tuition necessary 
for the pupils to attend the school at 
Waukegan and this action Is meant to 
compel them to do so.

The bullet struck Mrs. Murrie in the 
elbow of her left arm. imbedding 
itself in such a manner that even the 
x-ray machine was used to locate it. 

Mrs. Murrie, formerly Miss Worth 
daughter of Fred Worth of Waukegan, 
was sitting beside her husband on the 
seat of their garden auto truck. A 
shot from a rifle rang out and a mo- 
ment later Mrs. Murrie almost leaped 
from the seat as she exclaimed:"Some- 
thing hit me." It did not take long to 
determine that a bullet had struck Mrs. 
Murrie in the arm. Mr. and Mrs. 
Murrie hastened to the home of Dr. 
Jomieson where he endeavored to locate 
the bullet but was unable to do so bo 
the vittim was rushed to Waukesan ; 
where Dr. Bellows put the x-ray mach- 
ine to work and located the piece of 
lead, firmly imbedded in the elbow. 

It is not known whether the bullet 
was . a stray one, from a hunter or 
whether it waa fired by one of three 
boys who were sitting on the bank of 
the highway as the auto passed. With 
Mr. and Mrs Murrie at the time were 
Mr. and Mrs. Ed Ames of Gurnee. The 
party saw three boys as they passed a 
certain spot* One held a rifle over his 
legs as they sat watching the car. 

A moment later the bullet struck 
Mrs. Murrie. As quickly as possible 
Mr Ames rushed bock to where the 
boys had been, being of the belief that 
they fired the shot. They*had disap- 
peared very suddenly and this caused 
the conclusion that it was one of them

WoBhliigton, Oct. 6.— Led by Presi- 
dent WUson, the peoplo ot the United 
States duvoted Sunday to Bupplica- 
tlon to (jod to put an end to the war. 
which has couvulued the cuBtcrn and 
shaken the, wcstoru hemisphere. 

licsponding to tho proclamation ot 
the president, millions of men, women 
and children sent up their prayers to 
tho Almighty to Instill a desire for. 
peace into tho hearts of the warring 
nations. 

Reports from other • parts of tho 
country are to the effect that all rec- 
ords for church attendance were 
broken. 

As an effort to bring about peace the 
spectacle of tho nation in prayer was 
an impresslvp one. 

In Washington such a day oE church 
going has not been observed In many a 
year. The churclioa were crowded to 
capacity and in many tho peace pray- 
ers ^vcro repeated at several services. 
The cabinet members who are In tlie 
city attended their respective churches. 
New York, Oct. G. — A spedul detail 
of police was necessary to handle the 
crowd that was unable to gain en- 
trance to tho Peace Sunday services 
of police was necessary to handle the 
in the Brooklyn Tabernacle, where 
Seoi-etary of State Bryan . was tho 
principal speaker. Before the time 
set for tho opening oif tho services 
the place was filled with a gathering 
of Christians and Jews, who united In 
prayer for world peace. Among tho 
prominent persons present were Mr. 
and Mrs.. Andrew Carnegie. 

Secretary- Bryan was presented by 
Rev. I>. Charles B. Jefferson, pastor 
of the tabernacle, and declared at tho 
very outset that religion was the 
most fundamental thing In man's ex- 
istence. Ho quoted Tolstoi's com- 
parison of religion with morality, de- 
fining tho former as that which was 
In a man, and morality as its outward 
expresBlon. The same application ot 
religion and momllty should bo made 
In the case of nations, he main- 
tained. 

"Today," continued Mr. Bryan, "we 
are face to face with the greatest 
calamity of history, begun juat at a 
time when tho peace forces were gath- 
ering for a final victory. And as we 
pray to .Tehovah for peace, more men 
are In arms and anxious to try con- 
elusions with the enemy according to 
the methods of war than the world 
has ever before knovm." 

Referring to the peace treaties sue- 
cessfully negotiated by him, he said 
that they were based on tho theory 
that commerce was the normal ex- 
pression of human activity. 

"Man's plans must be carried out 
when he la calm, not when he Is 
angry." said he. *lt Is the plan of 
our government to deal with other 
nations at a time when an appeal can 
bo made to conscience, judgment and 
to moral sense. That time Is not 
when either nation involved Is 
antyy." 

Following out this thought he point- 
ed out that no man can be found to- 
day w'ho win acknowledge 'responal- 
blUty for the present war. None of 
the nations Involved will defend the 
idea of war and none desires to be 
held responsible for It. 



Threatens Villa With 100,000 Troopi 

— Chief of Rebels Ready to Start 

Hostilities. 



Juarez, Mexico, Oct. G.— All negotlar 
lions for n peaceful settlement of the 
Vllla-Cttrran74i quarrel have been de- 
clared off by General Villa and the 
adjustment of Mexico's differences 
will btf shot and shell. 

Following the announcement from 
Mexico City that Carranza's gonerala 
will not consent to his resignation aa 
first chief of tho constitutionalists, 
Gen. Francisco Villa resumed nctr/e 
prtiparatlous for a campaign against 
Mexico City. The conference at 
Aguas Callcntes, If held at all, will 
not change the state of affairs. This 
Is admitted by Villa men, 

Carranza reaccepled the chief mag- 
istracy. In his brief speech Carranza 
thanked tho assembly for the confi- 
dence It reposed In him. 

Charging that tho rebellion was In- 
stigated "by tho Ho-cnlled clentlficos 
and our conquered enemies," Carran- 
Ea declared he would not submit "to 
a group of chiefs who have forgotten 
tho fulllllment of their duty and to a 
group of clvUlans to whom the nation 
owoR nothing." 

"We have 100,000 men well armed, 
nrtlllory and machine guns, and also 
we have right and justice, which are 
invincible, on our side." 

Carranza said that It was his duty 
to "fix tho responsibility of the rebel- 
lion of General Villa, which la nothing 
but n plot instigated by the sacalled 
clentlficos and some of the. conquered 
factions." 

The delegates from Oaxaca left the 
chamber. They swore that they would 
flght in tho name of civilization 
against brutal military aggression. 

From Chihuahua came advices that 
Villa has given up all hope of avert- 
ing war with Carranza, and that ho 
has feared all along that Carranza 
would. insist upon his generals refus- 
ing his resignation. As quickly as the 
men and ammunition can be loaded 
on trains at Torreon they will he sent 
south by Villa. It Is said In Chihua- 
hua that an attack on .Monterey will 
be made by Villa with a detachment 
of his. army, but that the main army 
will move rapidly to the south.

Up In the mountains of east Tennea- 
see, or, rothor. In a peaceful little val- 
ley nestling tran- 
quilly between the 
Clinch range a 
there existed in 
tho year 1900 a 
railroad, 40 mllee 
In length, known 
aa the Knoxvllle 
& Briatol. 

One terminui of 
the road was at 
Corytoh, 17 mllea 
from Knoxvllle, a 
thriving little vil- 
lage of some thir- 
teen souls, not 
counting the tick- 
et agent Morrlstown was the other 
terminus, 89 miles from Bristol, so the 
name "Knoxvllle & Bristol" was more 
Blgnlflc&nt of the hopes and asptra- 
tlona of the little rood than of lU 
achievements. 

The Inhabltanta along the thinly set- 
tled mountain slopes had three never- 
falling sources of Income — chickens, 
tan-bark and summer boarders. 

The K. & B. filer headed out of Cory- 
ton each morning, "and for Bereral 
yeara. In the capacity of postal clerk, 1 
shared Ita many and varied vlclssl- 
tudes. Its Joys and Borrows, failures 
and triumphs, waah-ouU. wrecks and 
occasionally the thrill of arrivhig some- 
where on schedule time. 

The engineer was a big, raw-boned, 
good-natured Individual named BUI Al- 
len. It Is Blirs story, aot my own. that 
I am about to tell. 

It was late one summer evening, as 
we were winding our way down the 
little valley and got laid out for sev- 
eral hours while a section gang ahead 
repaired a burned trestle, that old Bill 
sat by the side of his engine and to an 
attentive audience composed of the 
train crew and several of tho passen- 
gers who had walked up ahead from 
the coach toM the following story: 

"There Is something about this aft- 
ernoon that makes me think of a day 
of long ago, a day that 1 shall never be 
able to efface from ray memory.

Just at the top of the 
grade a branch line turned off for sev- 
eral miles, leadlnc to the coal mines. 
"Some way, In switching the coal 
cars around up there at the top of the 
grade that afternoon a big. heavily 
loaded car suddenly got looee and 
headed down the grade straight as an 
arrow for our train. 

"Gentlemen. 1 will contess I turned 
perfectly weak as I saw that black 
demon of destruction bearing down 
upon us, gaining speed at every sec- 
ond! 

"I thought of the merry laughing 
children back In the coaches, of the 
mothers all-unconBclous of the awfnl 
danger, and I thought of the fearful 
and cerUIn result that eeemed Inevit- 
able. / 

"Paster and faster It came, with a 
roar, and a cloud of black dust hover- 
ing about It! I tried to think of some 
■way to save the train and the' helpless 
women and children, but my brain re- 
fused to work. 

"But, gentlemen, there was a better 
man than myself at hand. My flagman, 
a quick, active young fellow named 
Walker, had taken In tho frightful sit- 
uatlon at a glance, and made a wild 
dash for the turntable. 

"•Great heavena! Will ho be In 
timer I gasped. 

"Now the car was almost upon us, 
coming like a streak of lightning, 
swinging and roaring, and the aparks 
flying from the wheels. Then It struck 
tho turntable, on to which tho flegman 
had turned the switch— and we were 
saved! 

"For the flagman quickly tumsd the 
table around and sent the cor flying 
back up tho grade! 

'Tfs a fact, gentlemen," said Bill re- 
proachfully, aa several of his listeners 
turned sadly away, "if you don't be- 
Ileve It. you can see the turntable any 
time, for It la still there. I can show 
you the car, too, on the branch to the

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Secretary of Stato Telia Audience In 
New York That Conflict Is the Oreat- 
eat Calamity the World Has Ever 
Known. 



Washington, Oct. C— Led by Presi- 
dent Wilaon, the peoulo of tho Unltud 
Siutea devoted Sunday to auppllca- 
tlon to God to put an end to thu war 
which baa convulBod tho eaateru ami 
Bhaken the western hemisphere. 

Kcsponding to the proclumatlon of 
the president, millions of men. women 
and children sent up their prayers to 
tho Almighty to Inatlll a desire for 
peace Into tho heuru of tho wnrrlnjc 
nations. 

HeportB from other parts of tho 
country are to tho effect that all rec- 
ords for church attendance were 
broken. 

As an effort to bring about pehce tho 
apectaclo of the nation In prayer was 
an ImpresBlvo one. 

In Washington such a day of church 
going has not been observed In many a 
year. The churches were crowded to 
capacity and In many the peace pray- 
ers were repeated at several services. 
The cabinet members who are In the 
city attended their respective churches. 
New York, Oct. G.— A special detail 
of police was nccesaarj- to handle tho 
crowd that was unable to guln en- 
trance to the Peace Sunday services 
of police was nece5B,,ry to handle the 
In the Brooklyn Tf.bornaole, where 
Sewetary of State Bryan was tho 
principal speaker. Before the time 
act for the opening of tho services 
the place was filled with a gathering 
of Chrlatlane and Jowa. who united In 
prayer for world peace. Among the 
prominent persons present were .Air. 
and Mra. Andrew Carnegie. 

Secretary Bryan was presented by 
nev. Dr. Charles E. Jefferson, pastor 
of the tabernacle, and declared at the 
very outset that religion was the 
most fundamental thing in man's ex- 
istence. He quoted* Tolstoi's com- 
parison of religion with morality, de- 
fining tho former as that which was 
In a mnn, and morality as Its outward 
expression. The same application of 
religion and morality should be made 
In the case of nations, he main- 
tained. 

"Today." continued Mr. Bryan, "wo 
are face to face with the greatest 
calamity of hlstorj-. begun just at a 
timo when the peace forces were gath- 
ering for a final victory. And as we 
pray to Jehovah for peace, more men 
are In arms and anxious to try con- 
clusions with tho enemy according to 
the methods of war than the world 
has ever before known.*' 

Referring to the peace treaties suc- 
cessfully negotiated by him, he said 
that they were based on the theorj' 
tifat commerce was tho normal ex- 
presslon of human activity. 

"Man's plans must be carried out 
■when ho Is calm, not when ho Is 
angry." said he. 'It la the plan of 
our government to deal with other 
nations at a time when an appeal can 
bo made to conscience. Judgment and 
to moral sense. That time Is not 
when either nation Involved la 
nnrj-y." 

Following out this thought he point- 
ed out that no man can be found to- 
day who will acknowledge responsi- 
bility for tho present war. None of 
the nations Involved will defend the 
Idea of war and none desires to bo 
held responsiblo for It. 



Threatens Villa With 100,000 Troops 
— Chief of Rebels Ready to Start 
, HoBtllltlea. 

Juarez. Mexico. Oct. 0.— All negotla- 
tlona for a peaceful settlement of tho 
Vllla-Carranza quarrel have been de- 
clared* off by General Villa and the 
adjustment of Mexico'a differences 
will be flhot and shell. 

Following the announcement from 
Mexico City that Carranza's generals 
will not consent to his resignation as 
first chief of tho constitutlonallHts, 
Gen, Francisco Villa resumed aclr/e 
preparatlona for a campaign against 
Mexico City. The conference at 
Aguaa Callontes, If held at all, will 
not change tho atate of affairs. Thla 
is admitted by Villa men. 

Carranza reaccepted the chief mag- 
istracy. In his brief speech Carranza 
thanked the assembly for the confi- 
dence It reposed in lilm. 

Charging that the rebellion was In- 
Btlgated "by tho so-called clentlficos 
and our conquered enemies," Carran- 
za declared he would not submit "to 
a group of chiefs who have forgotten 
the fulfillment of their duty and to a 
group of civilians to whom the nation 
owes nothing." 

"We have 100,000 men well armed, 
artillery and machine guns, and also 
we have right and Justice, which are 
Invincible, on our side." 

Carranza said that it was his duty 
to "fix tho responsibility of the rebel- 
lion of General Villa, which la nothing 
but a plot Instigated by the ao-called 
clentlficos and aome of tho conquered 
factions." 

The delegates from Oaxaca left tho 
chamber. They swore that they would 
fight In the name of civilization 
against brutal military aggression. 

From Chihuahua came advices that 
Villa has given up all hope of avert- 
ing war with Carranza, and that ho 
haa feared all along that Carranza 
would Insist upon his generals refus- 
ing his resignation. As quickly as the 
men and ammunition can be loaded 
on trains at Torreon they will be sent 
aouth by. Villa. It la said In Chlhua- 
hua that an attack on Monterey will 
bo made by Villa with a detachment 
of hia army, but that the main army 
will move rapidly to the south.
